LATER FROM BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
The stoaraer Enterprise and Caledonia 
,,, arrived from New Westminster yeitorday 
•with 20 passengers and a small amount of 
1 treasure. The news is unfavorable. 

Mr. Graves, ftom Beston Bar, arriTed by tho En- 
terpriie. Uo report* matters u very gloomy in 
<tb( sister colony. No provi«ions were en tha 
Douglu-I'illooet route, those brought from below 
on pack animaU being "snapped up" by tho 
minora nt utarTation prices. Gbods aira_ leaTine 
Yale dally for Lytton, and the caEon ' boats are 
essaying a second trip. At Lytton, th* supply is 
barely sufficient for the wants of the immigrants. 
The most of the now-oomers have gone to work on 
the trails. Flour ia selling at $70 per barrel at 
Lillooet. The boatmen are implored by the Lyt- 
tonitos to hurry the goods through the eanous. Up 
to Monday last, about 600 miners had passed over 
tho Yale and Lytton trail. Mr, G. ia of opinion 
that if tho people had not rushed up country so 
soon, there would hare been a large supply of 
■goods on the nay to Queinello before now. 

An citra was iisusd from the Britisii Columbian 
office on Tliursday, which contained later news 
.from Lillooet, receired through Mr. Ballou, who 
left that place on Monday : At Lillooet neither 
flour, bacon nor Icnns to be had. At Tort Ander- 
son about 4,000 jjoundi of flour, owned by l)odj,'e 
Sc. Co, At Pcraberton about 8,000 pounds. At 
Seaton Lake about G,()00 pounds, and a little on 
wagons (joing up. Other provisions are oi route 
but onlv liiuiled quantities. No triius hare left 
Lillooet yet. Iloda arrived there on Saturday with 
some (lour and other provisions. He was met at | 
Sexton Lake and told tliat he roust sell his provi- 
sions, otherwise the people would help themselves 
and pay him fur flour 2o to 35 eents per lb.; beans 
aud ricu 50 cts. per lb., aud other things in pro 
portion. No provisions at William's Lake, IJca- 
ver Lake, or en route. An express arrived at Lil- 
looet from Forks ol Quesuelle, and reports a very 
limited supply of provisions there, aud warns peo- 
ple against starting before the pack trains. Seve- 
ral parlies who went up a few days ago had re- 
turned to Lillooet ; amongst others Jordon, of 
Abbotts Co. They intend trying it again shortly. 
A (larly arrived at Lillooet [from Colvillc l] 
nmongut whom was S im. i'ammorc, one of tho 
Koyal Engineers recently diacliarged. They have 
n lilt (if cutilo and horses, some of which they 
bou(,'lit from tho liouudary Cumm issioij, whoso 
stock sold at auction, mules and aparahoes com- 
plete, for $100 per head. Their animals are in 
good condition. They report considerable stock 
on the way. The stock, so far, has wintered well, 
with but small losses.
